SCHOOL REPORT. 


We again present our annual report of the schools in the town o¢ 
Lempster, for the past year, and it is a source of pleasure to us, and 
it must be to the people in general in town, to be able to report so 
favorably. Our schools bave nearly all oeen under the instruction 
of our own teaelfers—those that have had them in charge in the 
past, and we can truly say have all been a success, and good im- 
provement and progress has been made in them all. We have had 
two terms in each division—one of ten weeks in the summer, and 
one of fifteen weeks in the fall and early winter, thereby giving ev- 
ery scholar in town 25 weeks of school—more than we have ever 
been able to give them before. In referring to the registers of the 
several schools we find too many absent and tardy marks, and we 
are firm in the opinion that there should be more effort on the part of 
some of the patrons of the schools, to remedy this prevailing evil, 
for when a scholar absents himself from school, or is tardy, he is 
not only injuring himself, but the whole school as well. Our school 
buildings are nearly all more or less out of repair, and should be put 
in better condition at once, for if they are allowed to run down much 
longer they will surely show a lack of public spirit, as well as lack 
of economy, for you know ‘‘a stitch in time saves nine;” surely it 
is true in this case. We have added maps and charts to the schools, 
which we think is a great help to nearly all the branches taught in 
town, especially geography and physiology. Now, thanking the 
good people of Lempster for the interest and assistance they have 
given us during the year now closed, and asking them for a continu- 
ence of the same, with such additional aid as they may feel to render 
in the future, we will now submit this report with the suggestions 
made, for your serious consideration. 
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We give below an account ot the receipts and expenditures for 
text books, and the amount expended for miscellaneous articles used 
in the schools during the past year:
